When Farmer Smith, raising wal 
nuts, get a whopping big crop of fine 
quality and sells that crop at four* 
teen cents a pound;

Jones, raising beans, threshes a good 
yfeld, that sells 
at record-breaking 
prices; when Farmer Brown, raising 
oranges, has his trees 
loaded 
and 
rakes in the 
coin; 
when 
Farmer 
Johnson, raising sugar beets, 
turns 
out a heavy tonnage 
and gets his 
money on delivery of his product at 
the factory; when 
Farmer 
Miller, 
raising poultry, gets fancy prices for 
all the eggs and chickens 
he 
can 
produce; when all the lesser farm­ 
ers, raising two score or so products, 
raised on a commercial scale in Or­ 
ange county, are more than satisfied 
—that is a great year 
in 
Orange 
county. The year 1911 was that kind 
of a year. 
Orange county's walnuts 
brought 
In 91.100,000; her beans, 
$1,250,000; 
her oranges, $1,500,000;

Anaheim Sugar Co, Has Big 


Acreage Signed Up— Out­ 


look For 1912 Run Good 


ANAHEIM, Jan. 3.—The Anaheim 
sugar factory has signed 9600 acres 
of beets for next year and will doubt­ 
less go over 10,000 acres before plant­ 
ing commences in the spring. 
During the year just closed the fac­ 
tory sliced beets from 3000 acres, and 
the acreage for the coming year will 
be practically double that of the past 
season. The factory will be started 
a month earlier and will continue a 
mouth later in the fall. Growers of 
the product are so uniformly satisfied 
with treatment accorded them that 
they have all signed up for the com­ 
ing season, and in addition to this 
many new tracts have neen signed. 
Growers will be paid $5,113 per ton 
for beets of lo per cent, 
with 
30 
cents for each additional per cent of 
sugar. This is an increase of 75 cents 
per ton over prices paid last year. 
and will result in adding to the in­ 
come by $75,000. 
The increased 
price 
paid 
beet 
growers throughout Orange 
County 
and the beet strip across the line in 
Los Angeles County next year is es­ 
tim ated at $225,000. 
The total amount to be paid for the 
crop next year will be upward to two 
and one4ialf million dollars. Grow­ 
ers who have signed up 
with 
the 
Anaheim factory are members of the 
growers* association, 
who 
recently 
asked increase in prices paid them, 
yet they signed before the associa­ 
tion had been fully organized, being 
promised they would be paid the high­ 
est price for their product. 
The Anaheim factory is still manu­ 
facturing brown sugar, 
which 
will 
continue for four weeks.

FULLERTON, Jan. 3.—Local resi­ 
dents who were not satisfied with the 
site purchased for 
the 
new 
high 
school building had an injunction is­ 
sued recently, preventing the 
trus­ 
tees from letting the contract for the 
now building 
which will cost over 
$100,000. It is now believed there will 
be a compromise and that an election 
will be called at once to vote on the 
matter of changing from the Krug 
site to the Central tract. 
The fifteen-acre Krug 
place 
was 
ourrhased by the trustees for $15,000, 
which included the cottage, 
water 
stock, a well and the walnut crop. 
The trustees had advertised for bids 
and were ready to let the contract 
when the Injunction 
papers 
were 
served on the hoard. 
Some weeks ago the high school 
board had an option on the ten-acre 
Central tract for $18,500, hut if it 
is now purchased it will cost $22,500. 
Some residents of the district favor 
the Central tract, because It is closer 
in than the present site. It will take 
a two-thirds vote to change sites and 
if the Central tract is purchased the 
hoard will then have three sites. 
E. K. and W. L. Ilenchley have 
purchased five acres north of the J. 
A iKridd place for $4500, including 
five shares of 'water stock. 
M. V. It. levering, one of the first 
settlers of this part of Orange Coun­ 
ty, is reported seriously 111 at his 
home in Orangethorpe.

7 well, 
which was doing 1500 barrels a day 
several weeks ago. is now down to a 
I a i I y production of less than 200 bar­ 
rels. 
The old Menges well is still 
keeping up its remarkable 
flow' of 
2400 barrels a day of high gravity 
oil. 
The Delaware Union Oil Company, 
which bought its property from Gra­ 
ham and Loftus several months ago. 
is about the busiest operating com­ 
pany in the Fullerton field at this 
time.

Union and other companies are op­ 
erating in this territory.

To the west of the Puente hills, up! 
the canyon from Brea Canyon, th e' 
Union Oil Company ow'ns thousands1 
of acres and oil seepages abound, out 
the production is meager and when 
more prolific fields were found this 
territory was temporarily abandoned. 
Tile Union maintains a large 
camp 
on tile cast side of 
the 
mountain 
range. 
The town of 
Brea 
has 
profited 
largely by the enlarged activity of 
tile Fullerton field. Four months ago I 
it was only a railway 
station, 
b u t1 
now it has grown to be considerable 
of a village, and all lines of business 
are carried on.
